The new facility contains 
eight classrooms, two kinder­ 
garten units, shop and home- 
making facilities, cafotorium, 
and administration facilities. 
The cafeteria, however, will 
not go into operation during 
the remaining two months of 
this school year.

OPENING OF Adams will re­ 
lieve double sessions at Wood 
School this year, with no half- 
day classes at either plant. 
However, opening of several 
large new tracts in the area 
later this year should again 
bring heavy enrollment.

To meet this problem, offi­ 
cials already are planning for 
additions to Adams and for a 
new Hickory Ave. Elementary 
School to serve one of the new 
tracts. Architects for both 
projects have been hired by 
the Roard of Education.
